Pictures In Japanese Temples. 


Tbe votive pictures, yema, of Japa- 


nese temples are an outgrowth of an old 
custom. In ancient times departed war 
riors were honored by offerings of sake 
and rice placed before their tablets and 
tombs 
As the idea gained ground that 


their spirits hoverod around their graves 
besides food a certain number of spot- 
less 
white horses were provided in 


which these spiritual worthies might 
take recreation. So it became the cus- 
tom in wealthy Shinto temples to keep 
one of these sacred animals. There were 
many shrines that could not afford to 
buy a white horse, so the next best 
thing was to get a picture of one. Henoe 
the name ye-ma, picture horse, from ye, 
a picture, and uma, a hoit>e. 


The use of the yema was first con- 


fined to the Shinto religion, but the Bud- 
dhists took kindly to the custom 
The 


word yema has long lost its primitive 
meaning, and has become a generic 
name for every picture hung up in 
Shinto shrines or Buddhistic temples.— 
Philadeluhia Ledger.
